<b) fri every instancewf^ _recor^tefation is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be Serf by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office actions as specified in § § 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 

§ 1 .2 Business to be fransacted in writing, AJ1 business with the Patent and Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their 
attorneysor ao^at^ is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. 

No attention will be paid to any aleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 

The action of ^Padrnn and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure to record 
the substance of interviews.

In case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official 
communication. If ac^c^rane^ondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the 
telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication. 1

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy of 
amendments or cteHns agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tentative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.) 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form abo contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to the record the substance of the interview.

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicants summary of what took place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the examiner during 
the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the claims are allowable for other 
reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should 
place the indication Interview record OK* on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner s initials.
